1he World War, environment, leniency of the courts, automo- 
biles, drugs, immigration, lack of religious training, inherent 
viciousness. Some of Hie men interviewed considered booze 
the leading cause, and general disregard for law was also rated 
high. 
While there is little doubt that all of the causes named 


are in part responsible, the chances are (hat the after effects of 
the war and the general disregard for law, which is perhaps 
one of the most serious of these effects, are more largely re- 
sponsible for present crime conditions than any of the other 
causes mentioned. That the leniency of the c6urls is having 
a bad effect is the confirmed belief of niaiiy observant people. 


But while in many things the study of causes is perhaps a 


proper first step in dealing with a recognized evil, there are 
times when it is wise to deal with the evil directly and to defer 
the study of the cause to a later date. This is true in the case 
of fire. When a building or a section of a city is in flames the 
first duty is to control and extinguish the fire. Of course every

Without doubt there are various causes for the pres- 
ent disturbed and dangerous conditions, but the first duty 
would see'm to be to relieve the condition-so far as this may be 
possible. 
If the cause or causes can afterward be located and 


removed, well and good. But while a fire is burning it is better 
(o fight the blaze and leave the investigation of the cause till 
the danger is past. 


There are many who feel that the courts arc too lenient, and 


among those who hold this view are some very prominent 
public men, Governor Cox of Massachusetts being among the 
number. 
He has lately made himself heard on this subject in 


n manner not to be misunderstood, and ne is by no means 
alone in the belief, that before the crime wave is checked there 


• will have to be sterner dealing with convicted men. Ordinary 
fines are easily paid and suspended sentences are not particu- 
larly impressive. It cannot be doubled thai stiff jail sentences 
would do far more to strike terror to the hearts,of the lawless 
than all (he fines and suspended sentences that have been or 
may be imposed. 


the American people are neither cruel nor hard-hearted. 


They do not seek-revenge on breakers of Ihe laws, but they 
righlly demand, that 'convicted offenders be dealt with 'in a 
manner thai will prove deterrent not only lo (hose under con- 
viction, but to the evil elements that are slill at liberty lo prey 
upon (he public, and are using Iheir freedom Ip that end in the 
belief lhat if apprehended and convicted il will not be. such a 
serious mailer after all. 


That feeling must be banished if (he crime wave is lo be 


overcome. Nothing else will do (he business. 
Police officers 


throughout the country are'doing good work, but (here is a 
growing feeling that there is room for improvement in the way 
many cases are handled by the courts; that it is time lo give 
the screws a downward (urn and make it plain that the way of 
the transgressor is hard, and not easy.
